C h in a—the world's bloodiest battle- 
field—held the 
center of 
the new s 
spotlight in A ugust. 
Beginning with an “inciden t” outside 
the w alls of Peiping, hostilities be­ 
tw een the w ar-jittery Ja p a n e se and 
Chinepe gradually grew in proportions 
u n til 
practically the e n tire Chinese 
E a s te rn seaboard was enveloped in 
b itte r conflict. 
T h e 
undeclared w ar betw een the 
tw o natio n s of the F a r E ast reached a 
clim ax during the m onth w hen huge 
in cen d iary aerial bom bs ripped into 
the h e a rt of S hanghai, killing th o u ­ 
san d s of natives and snuffing out the 
lives of several A m ericans. 
Tho general S ln o-Japan ese conflict 
b egan Ju ly 8 a t a railro a d bridge o u t­ 
side th e no rth ern m etropolis of P e i­ 
ping, w hen troops of both nations, in 
p ra c tic e night m an euv ers, accidentally 
fired at each other. Since then the J a p ­ 
a n e se w ar m achine h a s rolled into 
N o rth China, cap tu rin g Peiping and 
ta k in g over th e strateg ic railroad lines 
ra d ia tin g from it. As th e m onth drew 
to a close, th e whole of N orth China 
in th e Peiping-T ientsln secto r was e m ­ 
broiled in the clash. 
F ig h tin g in the so u th ern p a rt of 
C hin a likewise w as p recip itated by an 
‘‘incident,” and the g en e ral Shanghai 
b a ttle was begun follow ing an obscure 
clash at a nearby a irp o rt. A w eek later 
S ino -Jap anese troops broke into a full­ 
scale u n restricted battle. 
B uildings 
w ere 
bombed, 
m ilitary' 
b a r r a c k s and bases w ere shelled, and 
h ug e fires sw ept th ro u g h the fear- 
ra c k e d city. 
O ne international crisis after the 
o th e r was precipitated as foreign p ro p ­ 
erty, situated 
along 
the W hangpoo 
River, and the In tern a tio n al S ettle­ 
m ent, was destroyed by fire and shells. 
T he prin cipal nations of the world 
ru sh e d evacuation of th eir nationals. 
One A m erican sailor w as killed, and 
18 wounded, when the c ru ise r A ugusta, 
flagship of the U nited S tates Asiatic 
fleet, w as hit by an a n ti-a irc ra ft shell 
d u rin g the course of a S ine-Japan ese 


In the United States, th e W ashing ­ 
ton S tate D epartm ent closely w atched 
developm ents, and in response to a 
plea 
for 
reinforcem ents. 
President 
R oosevelt ordered 1,200 m arines from 
San Diego to S hanghai. 
F ollow ing the first terrific shelling 
of S h an g h ai—the “ P a ris of the O rient 
— q uiet reigned for tw o days, and then 
tw o gigantic Chinse artille ry shells 
b u rst in the m idst of an 18-story d e­ 
p a rtm e n t store, dealing sudden death 
to 200 shoppers. 
O th er Chinese shells, arch in g a t a

As bitter hostilities continued, little 
hope for peace in the F a r E ast was 
held.

As the m onth d rew to a close, neither 
side had form ally declared war, a1 
tho ug h the Jap an ese C onsulate at N an­ 
king w as closed, th u s b re ak in s off the 
m echanism of diplom atic relations be­ 
tw een the two nations. 
D espatches sent by foreign c o rre ­ 
sp o nd ents carried prediction'! that it 
w ould be a long .struggle with Ja p a n ’s 
su p erio r equipm ent being more than

And while the Chinese and Japanese 
began hostilities th e S p an iard s c a r­ 
ried th eir Civil W ar into the second 
year. 
G eneral F ran cisco F ra n c o launched 
a m ajo r offensive for the early cap ­ 
tu re of S an tan der, th e last governm ent 
stron gh old in the N orth. The Loyalists 
kept up a stiff defense, making a h e­ 
roic stand to protect the “life line” 
highw ay leading out of Valencia, but 
the city fell to th e In su rg en ts. 
And like the S in o -Jap an ese conflict, 
the Spanish W ar had its own inter
